New York, Sept. 22.—"Home" will 


not mean rest for Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook for weeks to come. The man 
who says hi was first at the pole to- 
day after ten hours' sleep began a day 
of hard work. 


Piled in the sitting room of his suite 


at the Waldorf-Astoria were nearly 
1,000 letters and telegrams from a'l 
parts of the world, to many of which 
he must give immediate answers. So 
today he shut himself up with the 
young English secretary whom United 
States Minister Egan sent with him 
from Copenhagen and set to work. 


Many Offers are Made. 


Dr. Cook will' stay in his 'rooms 


practically all the time until his next 
public 'appearance, which will he at 
the banquet 
tendered by the- ArctV 


club tomorrow night. Many of the let- 
ters awaiting an answer are 
from 


theatrical 
managers, 
commercial 


bodies and civic organizations which 
are'anxious to have the explorer lec- 


••'--.ture or attend public functions In 


various cities.

"They 
never doubted' my word, nor asked me

The government is today publishing 


broadcast accounts 'of many thrilling 
and gallant episodes of the fighting 
and the war fever is at a high pitch. 


All the reports agree that the Moors 


showed fanatical courage, but they 
were met with a fine display of Span- 
sh valor. Near Taxidar four battal- 
ions of Spanish troops were deployed 
over a front 
six miles 
long. 
They 


were charged suddenly hy 200 ,Arab 
norsemen. 
General Tovar, perceiving 


that the enemy threatened to break 
the line, sent out a strong detachment 
of chasseurs and cavalrymen to check 
them. 


The two parties met with a terrific 


shock. At first the Moors broke, but 
they returned to the attack several 
times before they were finally routed, 
leaving many dead on the field. The 
Spanish infantry then feinted a re- 
treat and the Moors, reinforced, swept 
down upon them. 


The Spanish line then about-faced 


and fired repealed volleys point-blank 
into the enemy, putting them to flight. 
The dispatches report that the Moors 
left a hundred dead on the field.

With one hundred refugees

Grand Isle, a small island on the coast 
of Louisiana'about sity miles south of 
New Orleans the mail steamer Grand 
Isle arrived early today bringing the

Chsnlere Caminda another Island. No1, 
a 'life was lost on either -Island but' 
every head of live stock on'both was. 
swept Into the gulf. 
The shrill cries 


of the frightened animals added to the 
terror of the panic-stricken inhabi- 
tants. 
Fields of cane were laid flat 


and several orange groves destroyed 
the trees being broken off or uprooted 
and those which were left standing 
were stripped of all the

foliage. 
Property damage on these 


two islands alone runs into the thou- 
sands.

In 1S93 both islands were swept by 


one of the worst storms In the history 
of the gulf and fifteen hundred lives 
lost on Cheniere Camlnda. Hundreds 
of small pleasure craft .which were 
torn from their moorings along thi! 
coast and the river have been swept 
away or sunk. 
The damage to crate 


and shipping alone will amount to a 
million and a half dollars. 


Refugees at. Houma, say the death 


list will be at least'fifty. 
The entire 


lower section of the parish was swept 
by the storm. 


Was No Tidal Wave. 


There was no tidal wave, as at first 


reported, but the gulf 
waves 
were 


driven by the wind across 
the

country to a depth of several feet. 


Fishing camps, boats and pleasure 


craft of all kinds were destroyed and 
great damage was done to crops. There 
is no telegraph or telephone commu- 
nication to Houma and it will be sev- 
eral days before these are in operation.

Denver Speech. 


Denver, Col., Sept. 
22.—President 


Taft last night devoted his address at 
the Auditorium to a defense of the 
corporation tax. 
He urged upon the 


various state legislatures the neces- 
sity of ratifying the income tax pro- 
posal, declared it the best form of in- 
come tax which could be levied, and 
compared the measure with the in- 
come tax law in England, arguing that 
It contained all of the latter's good 
and none of its bad features. 


The president admitted the corpor- 


ation tax was enacted by the last con- 
gress to prevent the possible passage 
of a direct income tax proposal. 
He 


strongly urged 
that. all 
the states 


should adopt the proposed amendment 
to the constitution, however, to make 
an Income 
tax 
possible 
In time of 


need. He said he opposed a direct In- 
come tax except in cases of emerg- 
ency. 


In urging that 
tho states should 


vote for the amendment to the consti- 
tution permitting the levy of a direct 
income tax, without apportioning the 
proceeds among the states according 
to their population, the president de- 
clared that it would be possible so to 
amend the corporation tax as to In- 
clude -within its scope every desired 
feature of an Income tax except the 
levy upon incomes derived from actual 
salary- and professional services. 


Why Bonds Wore Exempted. 


Mr. Taft declared it 
was the su- 


mny wait until ho arrives at Spokane, 
Wash., where, at tho irrigation con- 
gress, the controversy really had its 
nrst public airing. 


Mr. Taft was joined here today by 


Mi\ Ballinger, who will accompany 
him on a part of thetrip through the 
far northwest. It Is likely that the 
president desired a further conference 
with Mr. Ballinger, whose conduct of 
the interior department he recently 
upheld in a long letter called out by 
the Ballinger-Plnchot controversy, be- 
fore making a final exposition of the 
aims and objects of this administra- 
tion as to the conservation of the re- 
sources. 


Deficit Cause of New Law. 


At the beginning of his address Mr. 


Taft touched briefly on the tariff, say- 
ing that while a revision had .been 
deemed essential, there was a deficit 
in the treasury to be met. This partly 
will be met by a cut of $40,000,000 to 
$50,000,000 in the appropriations to be 
made by congress and partly by the 
Income from the new corporation tax 
law. 


tax in the bill exempt all corporation* 
whose net Income does 
not 
exceed 


?5,000. It is therefore In effect an In- 
come tax—that is, It taxes earnings • 
actually made. It is a tax upon suc- 
cess and not failure. 


Income Tax Stimulates Perjury. 


"The most objectionable feature of 


a direct income tax is the premium 
upon perjury which it offers to those 
who are willing to conceal their In- 
come. So great was this evil in tha 
levy of an income tax in England that 
when that tax was imposed, directly 
upon Individuals It was found that the 
proceeds of the tax at 10 per cent were 
less than the proceeds of an Income 
tax of 5 per cent imposed as our cor- 
poration tax is, not upon the Individ- 
uals directly, but upon the income be- 
fore it comes into their hands. 


"In England, after a hundred years 


of experience, the income tax is levied 
in only exceptional instance on the 
individual directly. It is first levied 
on the declared dividends of corpora- 
tions; secondly, on rents before they 
leave the hands of the tenants, and 
finally, on the individual with respect 
to matters that are not covered by 
rents and corporate investments. An- 
other distinction in the 
which commends Itself

preme court decision declaring uncon- 
stitutional the income tax law passed 
by a democratic congress some years 
ago that prevented the leaders in con- 
gress 
during 
the 
session recently 


closed from including in the corpora- 
tion tax measure a provision for a 
levy upon bonds and bondholders. To 
tax bonds would result in the reduc- 
tion of the rate ot interest, and hence 
"this resulted in a direct tax upon the 
individual holder Of the bonds, and 
came in contact with the decision ot 
the court that no direct tax could be 
levied 
by the 
national government 


without the resulting apportionment 
of the proceeds among the states. 


In comparing tho corporation tax] 


with the income tax in England Mr. 
Toft pointed out that the tax there is' 
not a direct levy, but lays the tax 
upon the Income before it comes into 
the hands 
of the 
individual. 
The 


English tax Is levied first on the de- 
clared dividends of corporations, sec- 
ondly on rents 
before leaving the 


hands of the tenants, and. thirdly, on 
the individual directly. It was found 
In England that a direct income tax 
at 10 per cent 
did not produce as 


much revenue as the present method 
of taxation at B per cent. This. Mr. 
Taft, declared, illustrated 'the prem- 
ium that the direct tax places upon 
perjury and concealment. 


It is a question, the president de- 


clared, whether incomes earned from 
salaries and from professional work 
'should be taxed as heavily as Incomes 
derived from investments or not tax- 
ed at nil. The latter, he paid, 
was 


the effect of the corporation tax. 


Silent on Conservation Mstter. 


The fact that Mr. Tart used tho cor 


poratlon tax as his topic last nisht 
was a surprise to most of his hearer? 


"A part of the republicans and all 


of the democrats of the senate united 
in pressing for consideration a general 
Income tax on individuals throughout 
the United States," Mr. Taft contin- 
ued. 
"The law was as near as it could 


be made to that income tax law which 
had been considered by the supreme 
court some ten years ago and which 
was held to be unconstitutional by a 
vote of five to four. It was conceded 
that'the tax would probably 
raise 


$150,000,000 to $200,000,000, which was 
far in excess of the needs of .the gov- 
ernment if the tariff bill was to retain 
its general form as proposed and so to 
produce revenues which should be 
reasonably expected. 


"Our friends, the 
democrats, 
fa- 


vored the income tax with a view to 
substituting it for the tariff as an in- 
come producing measure, thus mini- 
mizing the effect of the tariff in pro- 
moting the Industries of the country. 
In other words, the passage nf the In- 
come tax bill would have lent support 
probably to the proposition to have a 
tariff for revenue only, 
and 
would 


have interfered with the protective pol- 
icy to which the republican party is 
pledged. 


with a sense of justice, Is that-the In- 
come tax on passive and permanent 
investments, like the stocks and bonds 
in a corporation, should be higher than 
on earned incomes, such as salary or 
as a professional income. This dis- 
tinction justifies making a difference 
between a tax upon the income of cor- 
porations 
and 
that 
of 
Individuals 


where they earn their income by serv- 
ices. This is the effect of the corpora- 
tion tax."

"One further objection to the income 


tax amendment was that it had been 
declared unconstitutional by the su- 
preme court and to invoke a second 
decision upon that issue was to 
tion the uniformity of the decisions of 
the supreme court nnd to drag 
the 


court into a political discussion which, 
whatever its decision, could not make 
'or its standing as an impartial' tri- 
winal before the people. It indicated 
a diversity of view between congress 
ind 
the 
court—two 
co-ordinate 


branches—with reference to the con- 
stitutionality ot the law which it seem- 
ed unwise to perpetuate in a formal 
statute. 


"But the income 
tnx amendment 


seemed likely to pass by vote of all the 
democrats and a sufficient number of 
republicans. Therefore those who were 
opposed to the income tnx amendment 
looked about to see it a compromise 
could not he proposed less objection- 
able than the income tax amendment, 
which would'satisfy enough republic- 
ans who were inclined to favor the in- 
come las to prevent the passage of that 
amendment. Such a compromise was 
found In. the present corporation lax 
and also the joint resolution propos- 
ing an amendment of the federal con- 
stitution, subject to the ratification of 
the siates, authorizing the sencral gov- 
ernment to impose an 
income 
tax 


without apportioning it as a direct tax 
according to the

Inventor and Business 


Man, No More. 


London, 
Sept. 
»2.—Robert Hoe, 


aged 70 years, head of R. Hoe & Co.. 
printing press manufacturers of New 
York and London died here today after 
a short Illness. 


Mr. Hoe had been in London several 


weeks on his annual business visit. 
He suffered an acute attack of kidney 
trouble ten days ago and his death re- 
sulted. 
No arrangements have been 


made for the funeral. 


Robert Hoe. while still a young man. 


succeeded his father. Robert H. Ho-?, 
in the management of the printing 
press factory established by his grand- 
father Robert, and achieved fame as 
the greatest of a family that 
had 


brought the mechanical art of printing 
to Its present state of perfection. 


When Robert Hoe entered the busi- 


ness the "Hoe 'cylinder." patented in 
1846. was considered a marvel. H's 
Inventive genius, coupled with his ad- 
ministrative ability and the faculty of 
surrounding himself with efficient aids, 
developed the old "Hoe cylinder" int:i 
the present wonderful double-sextuple 
and 
double-octuple presses. 
Robert 


Hoe was also the inventor of color 
printing presses. 


Besides being the principal own-?r 


of R. Hoe & Co., with large factories 
In New York and London, he was an 
extensive 
manufacturer of 
circular' 


saws and saw-bits. 
He was one of 


the 
founders 
of 
the Metropolitan 


museum of art.

REVIVING OLD PROJECT. 


C,, D. & F. W. Traction to Be. 


Cuilt. 


Cincinnati, 
Sept. 22.,-The Cincin- 


nati, Dayton and Fort Wayne Trac- 
tion company, better known as the 
Dr. George road, will soon be reor- 
ganized and the construction work 
started. 
Dr. Samuel F. George, the 


president, was in the city yesterday In 
conference with S. 
0. Bayless, his 


counsel, and he goes to New York to- 
day, he says, to complete the financ- 
ing ot the project. 


This road was 'originally projected 


to run from this city 'to Dayton, using 
the

Westwood 


railroad as an entrance here.

Dayton It is to go north In Ohio for a 
distance and then veer over into In- 
diana, touching at Fort Wayne.
